London, Feb. 10.— The Queen's 
speech, which is to be delivered to 
Parliament at the opening of the session 
to-morrow, was road at the ministerial 
dinner to-night. The address sets forth 
that tho troubles with Portugal have 
been Buttled. Paper: relating to the 
same, and the extradition treaty with 
the United States are laid before Par- 
liament for approval. Ireland, Her 
Majesty states, will demand a prominent 
place in tho attention of Parliament.

A i.audalhle Moves Ono Thousand Feet 
W'.tk Mitsti Staudlug-A Deplora- 
ble Condition. 



Portland, Feb. 8.— Tho situation of 
the railway blockade remains practical- 
ly unchanged. Superintendent Brandt, 
of the Southern Pacific company, said 
to-day : " We havo found our Water- 
loo and there iB absolutely no telling 
when we oan get our through train* in 
motion. Our facilities for securing do- 
tailed reports from wrecked portions of 
the road are so inadequate I cannot say 
just what the condition of the road is, 
but I feci sure it could hardly be worse." 

The Southern Pacific between here 
and Roseburg, it is thought, will be 
running in a day or two, but south of 
Kosoburg it is in a terrible condition. 
False trestles and bridges will bo put 
in, and whore cuts daunot be made 
quickly through land slides, roads will 
be run around the obstructions tem- 
porarily. 

A dispatch from Olendale states that 
un immense slide occurred ou the rail- 
road in Cow Creek canyon. A slide 
came down from the mountain a dis- 
tance of about 1,000 feet, covering tho 
track and tilling the canyon. Trees are 
reported to be standing on the slide juot 
• • they were on the mountain. 

Water is backed up in the canyon for 
three miles, 500 feet wide and from 
fifty to seventy-five feet deep. Tunnel 
3 is completely covered with water. 

On the Union Pacific line between 
here and the Dalles about two miles of 
slides have occurred, mostly in the 
vicinity of the Cascades. A large force 
of men are now at work clearing tho 
road, and it is stated trains will arrive 
next Tuesday. At present passengers 
and mails are sent by boat and trans- 
ferred at the Cascades.

A SAD BOENE. 
LONDON, Feb. 10.— Tho burial of the 
bodies of the seventy minors, who wore 
billed by the explosion in the mine ut 
Monmouthshire last Thursday, took 
place to day. The scene was extremely 
impressive, bul the weeping and wailing 
of the hundreds of widows and orphans, 
whose manifestations of grief were un- 
restrained, marked the oooasiou as one 
never to be forgotten by the beholders. 
As the procession started for the church, 
it was headed by a choir of boys and 
men, who chanted wierd Welsh dirges, 
which, mingling with tho cries and 
groans of the mourners, produced an 
effect which the least emotional by- 
stander was powerless to Withstand, 
The shops were all closed, and (lining 
the burial ceremonies business of every 
kind wus suspended. 

[3ITERIAL PARLIAMENTARY NOTK3. 
It is positively stated to-night that 
tin; report of the special commission to 
investigate the charges made by the 
Times against Parnell und bis home rule 
colleagues will be presented to Parlia- 
ment immediately after the formal open- 
ing of that body to-morrow. D is 
learned that a van, containing 1,200 
copies of the report for the use of mem- 
ber* and others entitled to be served 
witli it specially, will be driven to the 
Houao of Commons shortly before par- 
liament is convened under a guard par 
tieulurly charged with the duty of pre- 
venting u. copy from falling into un- 
authorized hands. 

Six new members, who have been re- 
turned during tho recess, will be sworn 
in. Four of these are Liberals and the 
remaining two are Tories. Tho numeri- 
cal strength of the Tories in this session 
of parliament will be les.i by 32 mem- 
bers than at the beginning of the session 
of IHSti, aince which time the Conserva- 
tives have gradually grown weaker. 

Lord Randolph Churchill has author- 
ized the announcement that he will in- 
troduce a bill to regulate the liquor 
traffic, which will include a clause pro- 
viding for local option. 

THE LABOR QUESTION IN UERMANV. 

The recent rescripts of Emperor Wil- 
liam on tlielaborquestion have given them 
throughout the empire the greatest pos- 
sible publicity. This is especially true 
of Saxony, whore the imperial decree is 
placarded at every street corner in 
every town in the kingdom. D is sig- 
nificant, too, that while in that part of 
the empire, more particularly thun.else 
where, a crowd congregating on t he- 
street corner is ordinarily made to dis- 
perse. Gatherings around these places 
are not molested. 

rATAT lias BXPLOSION. 

An explosion of gas occurred in the 
cellur of a wine merchant at Erfurt to- 
day, killing two men and badly dam- 
aging tho building.

THE UTAH ELECTIONS. 

k Defeat for the Mormons— Tho Gentiles 
Wild with" Joy -Salt Lake (Jlty 
Illuminated. 

Salt Lake City, Feb. 10. — At six 
p.m. the chairman of the Gentile party 
claimed the election of tho Liberal 
ticket by 41)0 majority. The chairman 
of the Mormon committee soys it is im- 
possible to state figures yet. He asserts 
that there Iuih boon such glaring frauds 
thut the matter will have to be settled 
by the Supreme court of the 
United States. The polls closed 
ut six o'clock p. in. The Liberal 
leaders posted a bulletin claiming 1,'iOO 
majority. The news spread rapidly 
and the gontiles became wild with joy. 
They literally took possession of the 
city, the Mormons retiring to their 
homes. Flags wort* run up in all 
directions and lanterns and rireworka 
illuminated the streets and build- 
ings. Cannons boomed, bonfires 

were lighted it every corner, and hun- 
dreds of men in line paraded the streets, 
with drums and torches, yelling like 
mud. No Kuch. scenes were ever wit- 
nessed before in Utah. The Mormons 
admit this defeat, but say that it wus 
brought about by most glaringly illegal 
methods, and that tho result will be re- 
versed by tho courts. They do not 
think the majority shown by the re- 
turns will exceed four hundred.

A REEF OF PRODIGALITY, 

On Which Was Wrecked tho Em- 
pire of Brazil. 



The Provisional Minister of Klnance Tells 
What Caused the Mouarchlal Downfall 
mid Comments Thereon. 



Baltimore, Md., Feb. I). — Thornton 
Rollins, coffee importer, to-day received 
a copy of the Rio News of January 6th, 
which contuins the statement of Ruy 
Borbose, minister of finance of Brazil. 
He says: "The national debt left us as 
un inheritance by the monarchy is morn 
than one million conies de-reis. This 
enormous total will equal the recipts of 
the state for nearly seven years, esti- 
mating ut $150,000,000 our annual reve- 
nue. Let the country, therefore, know 
what it owes upon this side to the/regime 
now happily extinct, und to show how- 
few regrets it has to claim from the side 
of the classes whoso labor promotes in- 
lustry, enriches the sources of taxa- 
tion and develops general wealth. 
At the same time this lesson becomes 

asonablo to serve as a warning to the 
growing republic, and especially to its 
founders, whose example cannot but in- 
fluence the character of our future 
habits, so that we may learn to escape 
this reof of prodigality, which appears 
to exercise such a deep and fatal attrac- 
tion in our day upon the policy of ilemo- 

racieB. " He urges the pruning of ex- 
penses, eliminating of useless depart- 
ments, filling of oliices by persons of 
merit and capacity, limiting "apaseuta- 
das " (officials retired on salaries) 
to tbn omm marked by law. 
Then he continues. "Let us not 
multiply the pension which drop 
by drop may grow into torrents of 
ruinous expense. Let us restrict; let ns 
Hy from republican favoritism, from the 
immoral and fatal transformation of old 
monarchial nepotism; let us not contri- 
bute to the continuance in force under 
the new situation of habits of a nation 
of place hunters; and should we proceed 
in this manner we shall have passed 
over half the road towards the reform 
of our finances, reconstitutiou of our 

redit, and tertilj;wtion of our vital 
energies. 



SHIP HARBOR. 

Marvelous Growth of the New City, 
Anacorte8. 

A visitor to Auacortes, the new city 
on Fidalgo Island, Btates that that place 
has had a marvelous growth and con- 
tinues to fill strangers, and even 
residents, with amazement. That a town 
of such a size should take the place of a 
dense forest in a night, as it were, is be- 
yond common understanding. It would 
soem as if a great wizard had passed his 
wand over the faco of the country, and 
while wo were looking produced tho 
change. For many years it has been 
prophesied that a large city would be 
built at Ship Harbor, for many years its 
pioneers have waited for the fulfilment 
of the prophecy — it has come at last 
and thoy are reaping their reward. 

Tho story of the progress of the place 
may seem incredible to some. About 
three weeks ago there were only four or 
rive small buildings scattered about tho 
neighborhood, hardly close enough to- 
gether to satisfy the name of village. 
To-day there are boiuo '200 buildings in 
the town occupied or nearly ready for 
uso. Contracts for numerous other 
buildings arc let, and with the 
approaching spring weather build- 
ing operations will bo carried on 
on a much more extensive scale. Ono 
of the buildings, for which the contruct 
is let, is a three-story brick hotel, with 
offices ff>r tho Bank of Auacortes on a 
portion of the ground floor. 

People are scrambling for eligiblo 
property and there is a steady increase 
in values. Lots that were sold since tho 
15th January have doubled, trebled and 
even quadrupled in price. Property, 
in what is deemed to be the best busi- 
ness situation, louses at two dollars por 
foot frontage per mouth, and one lease 
bus been taken at three dollars per foot. 
The streets are well defined, and mo 
being built up in solid blocks. Nearly 
all branches of trade and bommeree are 

already represented, and the professions 

ore not absent, Mechanics and laborers 

are In groat demand, and the population 

numbers some 1,500. Three steamers 
a day, and twice a week four, lnnd at 
the extensive new wharf, both going 
and coming, each steamer bringing Inrgo 
passenger and fi eight lists. The wharf 
presents a remarkable scene of activity 
and bustle all day long. 

The Oregon Improvement Co. state 
that, they will bo shipping coul from the 
Cumberland mine In the Skagit valley 
at Ship Harbor by September next. 
They aro also arranging for the San 
Francisco steamers to call at Auacortes 
before going to Soattle, to discharge 
freight for that port, and for ports 
north and oust on thu Sound, thus mak 
ing It a distributing point.

— At Miami, 
Man., on Suturday night a terrible 
double tragedy occurred, Johu Mor- 
ton and his wifs, aged respectively 62 
and 54 years, being shot in cold blood 
by Morton's father, aged 93 years, who 
was residing with thorn. John Morton 
was absout from his home, and during 
his abssuoe the old man Hiid Mrs. Mor- 
ton had sonic angry words, which ended 
by Morton striking his daughter-in-law 
with a pieco of wood. On the son's re- 
turn he rebuked the old man for his ac- 
tions, whereupon the father said:"Doyou 
see that rifle? I ,wMit you to take it 
down and shoot me or I will shoot you." 
The sou paid no attention to this re- 
mark, going into another room. The 
old man took down the gun, went out- 
side and fired through the window, in- 
stantly killing his son, tho bullet enter- 
ing his heart. The hired man run to a 
neighbor's for assists ace, and during his 
absence Mrs. Mo. ti n was shot in tho 
abdomen by Morton. She only 
livod an hour. The old man 
does uot deny the urime, and 
lays be did it intentionally. 

Verdict of Vt lltul Mnrdcr. 

WlNNU'EO, Fob. 10. —Tho jury at the 
coroner's inquest hold over the remains 
of John Morton and wife, murdered ut 
Miami ou Saturday by their father, re- 
turned a verdict of wilful murder. Mor- 
ton wus takeu in charge by a constable 
and lott for Winnipeg to-night.

While this is uot 
absolutely correct, there is a strong feel- 
ing that the present incumbent of Rideau 
Hall does not somehow or other fill the 
bill.

Stairs, of the Stanley e*p«- 
ditinn, now in London, in reply to a 
congratulatory message sent him by 
Mayor McPherson in this city: "I thank 
you for your telegram.

ANOTHER BOOM TOWN. 



Hie Sioux Reservation Thrown 
Open for Settlement. 



A ltusk of Settle™ to Secure Choice Locu- 
tloni-The Wild Semes of Okln- 
homa Repeated. 



Washinciton. D.C.,Feb. 10, — Presi- 
dent Harrison to-duy issued a proclama- 
tion throwing opsn to settlement the 
relinquished portion of tho Sioux reser- 
vation, in accordance with tho terms 
of the act approved last March, divid- 
ing the reservation into two soparato 
reservations, tud providing for tho re- 
linquishment of the Indian title to the 
remainder. 

A RUSH or SETTLER'S. 

Chamberlain, S. D., Feb. 10.— The 
loud report of a cannon this uftornoon 
was the signal for the boomers to enter 
the Sioux reservation in accordance 
with the President's proclamation. 
Hundreds of teams with great loads of 
lumber started on a dead run across the 
river, ami a hundred or moro Indian 
police, placed as a guard to pre von l any 
premuturo invaaion, stood dazed 
und helpless us thoy Baw the great 
and Irresistible rush for the reservation. 
A most novel Bight was the moving of a 
large building, under which had been 
put heavy timbers and wheels. This, 
like tho othor wagons, was pushed 
across the river by galloping horseB. 
There were a number of smaih-ups ill 
the rush, but as yet no fatalities hav, 
been reported. Houses sro being bullfc 
to-night by tho light of lanterns and tho 
morning sun will shine on |scores of new 
houses, many of them grouped in the 
new town on tho west side of tho river.

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THE TIMES AND THE TEACH- 
EES. 

The impression conveyed by the ar- 
ticles on the administration of the Edu- 
cation Department, appearing every 
night in tlie Times, is as false as any- 
thing can be. From tlieir general tenor 
the publio might be led to think that 
the government of the Education De- 
partment was a government of tyranny. 
Those who are ignorant of the factb 
must think that a certificate is cancelled 
at least once a woek, and so, when we 
pointed out the other day that only one 
certificate had been cancelled in a dozou 
years, or during the time that the pre- 
eent administrators hud been in power, 
the Times totally ignored so important 
a factor in tiio discussion. The Times 
should make an effort, occasionally, to 
be honest in its conduct towards the 
Education Department, and it would 
be well if it began a life of reformation 
by frankly admitting this one fact, as to 
this cancellation. The astounding thing 
about the cancellation of this one, soli- 
tary aenificate, is, that it was not done 
long before. The action was at last, ab- 
solutely forced on tho Department. The 
power of canoelllng a certificate has 
rested with the Superintendent at 
Education, under the approval of 
higher authority, for tho long 
period of 18 years, and it re- 
mains i so now. The only alteration 
in the act of last year was to place the 
milder and gentler power of "suspen- 
sion, for cause," in tho hands also of the 
Superintendent, with the same safeguard 
of higher authority; but will readers of 
the Times believe us when we state, aud 
state without any reserve, that this 
power of suspension has never once been 
exercised ? We could go through the 
column of calumny and abuse that ap- 
peared on Saturday and correct, with 
explanations, every statement, and even 
every insinuation, but tho task is a 
profitless one, for we fear that the 
Times has determined to try its worst 
to undermine the interests of education 
in this province, altogether irrespective 
of faots. When it uses the strong lan- 
guage habitual to the feeble writer when 
it speaks of the "disgraceful acts," the 
"discreditable acts," the "superciliouh 
disdain of narrow-minded and unscru- 
pulous men" it may betaken for granted 
that it has made up its mind to dam- 
age, if it cannot destroy, the useful- 
ness of tho Department of Education. 

One very serious charge brought by 
the Times is that "Ministers of the 
Crown" and the Superintendent of 
Education interfere with the appoint- 
ment of teachers to tho schools; and at 
once let us say that charge is quite un- 
true. As overybody knows, tho power 
of appointing teachers rests exclusively 
with the trustees of each school die- 
ttir;, and at the trustees aro popularly 
elected and unpaid gentlemen of the 
province, it is not likely that they will 
allow anyone to interfere with thoii 
powers. The Times takos it for granted 
and virtually says that the trustees are 
fools. We may add there is never the 
•lightest wish on the part of the Educa- 
tion Department so to interfere, but on 
the contrary we have the best authority 
for stating that even when the advice ol 
tho department is asked, it is only given 
after tho clearost, the most urgent and 
the most formal request. There arc- 
some 350 trustees in the province, and 
so if there were any truth whatever in 
the statements about the intjrfcronoc 
with their prerogatives wo should have 
had the facts produced before now by 
some of theee 350 geutlemon. But st- 
no facts havo been forthcoming, not- 
withstanding the daily drumming ami 
tooting of the Times, it is boeauso then 
are no facts to come forth. 

The Times continues its attack by 
saying that at some meeting of the 
"Institutes" the Department ol 
Education so bullied the teachers 
that by the " help, somehow, of 
the School Aot a freo discussion 
on important educational topics w/is 
prevented." This kind of rhetoric, ro- 
duoed to plain, honest prose, comes to 
this, that the toachers in open meeting, 
and by a formal vote, refused to he 
bored to an unlimited oxtcnt. 

The position of the teachora in British 
Columbia is an enviable and a happy 
one, and there is less interfereiicu 
with them here than in nuy of tho pro- 
vinces of tho Dominion, and this the 
teaohers never hosltato to state. Hut 
with these facts before it the Times does 
not scruple to assort that the Education 
Department ie run as a political ma- 
chine. Of course it is to be admitted 



that so long aa a Government pays for 
the education of a District, it must, 
in the interests of the people, see 
that the money is properly used. 
Thero are schools in the province which 
are self-Bi'pportfn j — un Burdett avenue. 
Church hill, Pandora street, Esquimult, 
Vancouver and Westmiuster — aud with 
theee the Government does not in any 
way interfere, but it is obvious the 
Government must look after tho pay- 
ments it makes to public schools. 

The Times is not oppressively logical 
on this part of the subject, for it says, 
in the same sentence, that education 
should be divorced from politics nud 
that the power of tho superintendent 
should bo curtailed. Tho Provincial 
Secretary represents tho head of the 
political machine and he should be 
divorced from tho Education Depart- 
ment, but would not that go towards 
increasing rather than curtailing tho one 
man power of the superintendent ? But 
when writers are so overwhelmed with 
strong adjectives, as tho writer in Satur- 
day's Times was, it is hardly reasonable 
on our part to expect him to bo strong 
in logic, or correct in statement. 

THE VANCO UVER LUOIC-CHUP- 
PEB. 

There are some propositions which 
aro self-evident. They are not suscep- 
tible of proof. Argument would bo 
wustod in endeavoring to prove that 
they are true. The man who raises a 
doubt as to whether three and two 
make five or that six times one aro six 
u not to ho reasoned with. Uo must 
be looked upon as utterly devoid of 
sense or so cantankerous and splenetic 
that it would be folly to try and con- 
vince him. We have not replied to 
what tho News-Advertiser calls its "ar- 
guments" because it would be tho mer- 
est waste of words to attempt to prove 
that §7,00(1,0:10 is moro thun 31,020,071 
[t uses a great doal of good ink 
in endeavoring to convince its readers 
that there is no great difference between 
them, and that the city, whoso personal 
property is worth no more than .f7.'t9,- 
U74 and whose income amounts to only 
$..'80,100, is nearly, if not quite as rich 
as the city which owns personal proper- 
to tho value of S6,.180,S.'iO and which is 
taxed for income on §010,200. Its 
labored and altogether dishonest at 
tempi to disparage Victoria and to mag- 
nify Vancouvei is really too contempt- 
ible to be noticed. What wc wish t< 
direct attention to is what is tho un- 
deniable fact .sow, not what might, 
could, or would be tlie fact if tho conditions 
of the two cities were changed. Tho fact 
which the News-Advertiser cannot gain- 
say is that as regards personal property 
Viotoria is nearly nine times as rich us 
Vancouver, ami that the income of this 
city returned for taxation exceeds that 
of Vancouver by §839,100. This is 
what the official returns of the present 
your show, and this is what we have to 
doal with. We have nothing to do with 
.the singular hypothesis of our contem- 
porary, its guesses and its surmises. 
The genius of the Advertiser before next 
year may pick up Aladdin's wonderful 
lamp or ho may discover the phiioso- 
phor'o utone and be able to rruke an al 
together different showing. We have 
nothing to do with that. If a miracle 
is performed in the mainland city's 
favor before this time next year 
or this time two years, we 
will be glad to spread abroad 
the wonderful news. In the meantime 
it is our duty to show things as they are 
in this Year of Grace, 1890. The pre 
sent time is what we want to write 
about. The mantle of the prophet has 
not fallen upon us. We do not pretend 
to know what tho future has in store for 
either of the cities. What we wish to 
do is to show that the detractors of Vic- 
toria say what is not true, and that the 
comparisons which they make are un- 
fair and contain very little of what 
some one has very happily called " the 
essential element." If Vancouver in 
the race of progress happened to get 
ahead of Victoria, even by one pooi 
quarter of a dollar, would not the fact 
bo proclaimed from one end of the con- 
tinent to the other? Would not the tele- 
graph cany the news across the ocean as 
soon as the fact was known, and would 
not a score of organs descant on the 
wonderful growth of Vanconver ? Would 
anything that could be said in explana- 
tion be listened to in Vancouver, would 
not the Victoria journalist who sug 
gestod any qualifying circumstance be 
treated with scorn ? If now, when so 
very great a discrepancy exists between 
the two cities, tho boomers confidently 
assert that Vancouvor is by far the 
moro important, what would they say if 
reliablo statistics could bo produced to 
prove that she was actually her equal in 
wealth? The time has con;o for Vic- 
toria to asset t herself, to show that the 
boastors end boomers of Vancouver 
have systematically misrepiesented her 
to the world, to prove that she is far and 
away the most important city in British 
Columbia, and to make it clem 
that there ure good gron ids for 
believing that she will .muntnin 
the position she now occupio . It is 
useless for our contemporary to attempt 
to deprive the figures we have quoted of 
their significance It cannot, let it turn 
aud twist tlie figures as it may, get rid 
of the fact that to-day Victoria's tax- 
ablo personal property and income com- 
bined aro nearly seven times greater 
than thoao of Vancouver. This incon- 
trovertible fact is a bitter pill for it 16 
swallow and it gives the lio to a very 
groat deal that has been said and writ- 
ten in Vancouver, but it is the truth 
and cannot bo ignored. 



BRITISH COL UA1BIA HONORED 

Col. Prior's many friends in Victoria 
are greatly gratified at his being chosen 
to command the Wimbledon team this 
year. The appointment is an honor to 
Col. Prior and a handsome compliment 
not only to Victoria, but to tho whole 
of British Columbia. On his part the 
distinction is woll merited. Tho Col. 
is an enthusiastic volunteer. Ho has 
devoted much of his time and not n 
little of his means towards organizing 
tho militia in this provinoe, and in 
keeping up the military spirit among 
our young mon. Wo have no doubt that 
Col. Prior will acquit himself in such a 
way as to maintain tho high character 
which Canadian volunteers have won 
for thomsolves in England. Those un- 
der his command will find in him a con- 
siderate oflicor, one who known how to 



maintain discipline, and at the same 

time to treat those under his command 
as comrades. 

. EDITOBIAL COMMENTS. 

Tho Times has become no demoralised 
that it cannot even quote correctly. 
Writing about the Attorney's introduc- 
tion of the bill to lower the opium 
license fee, we said " His reasons for 
making the change were purely econ- 
omic." The Times commenting upon 
our remarks, describes us as saying that 
the bill was an "economic measure," and 
lias kept harping ou the words "econ- 
omic measure" ever since, putting them 
between quotation marks. If we had 
said that the measure was un economic 
one we would havo described it accu 
rately enough. But wo said nothing of 
the kind. It is very ovident that the 
writer of the article in the Times does 
not understand tho meaning of the word 
"economic" aB applied to reasons, so it 
invented the word "measure." Our 
contemporary should be more careful as 
to the use it makes of quotation marks. 
It ought to know that to use them is 
such a way as it has done is a species of 
forgery. 

The Report of the PoatmaBter-Qeneral 
contains ovidence that tke business oi 
Victoria is steadily increasing. The 
revenue of the Postotfice is a good indi- 
cation of the growth of the city and of 
the amount of business done in it. The 
following is the revenue of Victoria Post- 
ollice for the last throe years: 

1887 $23,750 

1888 25,319 

1889 28,049 

Here we have an increase of a little 
more than 1.8 per cent, iu three years. 
This is a vory satisfactory showing. 
The increase of business done in tlie 
money order office is worth noticing. In 

1888, tho number of money orders 
was 8,499 and tha amount of money 
was $148,337, In 1889 the ordors had 
increased to 9,062 and tho cash to $101,- 
054.

THE CORPORATION. 

To the EiHTOTl; Considering tho im- 
portance jf good municipal {,'ovor.ament, 
tlie large increase of taxation last year 
and tho rapid inc case of tho debt of 
ihia city, it is surprising that tho press 
of Victoria has remained sile.it, and has 
refrained from he ilthy criticism of the 
manner in which municipal monies have 
been expended and of the condition of 
this city's finances. 

Speaking from my own experience I 
know for u fact that upon the saleable 
value of property taxation in Victoria is 
double that in Vancouver, and my 
opinion is that in Wieo tver the city 
reveuuo is more judiciously and eco 
nomicnlly expended than in Victoria 
That there they have moro to show for 
their past two or three yeurB taxation 
than we havo here. 

Mayor Grant informed us in his ad 
dreBB which you published yesterday 
that the Corporation expendiuro of last 
year was nearly double that of any 
provious year, and "considerably over 
one-half of tho expenditure made by the 
Provincial Government" during tho 
same period. Ho also stated that tho 
Corporation expenditure for 1889 was 
over $450,000, and that although tho 
revenue was much greater through a 
largo increaso of taxution on property, 
the debt of this city was increased §215, 
000. 

When scarcely a week passes but tho 
nowspapors contaiu columns of ^editorial 
comments and criticisms about provin 
cial expenditure and often on very in 
significant items, does it not strike you 
that they are wanting in their duty to 
our citizens when they neglect to call 
attention and fail to inform tho people 
concerning the proper or improper ex 

Eonditure of city monies, approachin 
alf a million dollars annually, whic 
specially concerns them, as now, and for 
many years to come, it is out of their 

Eockets thut the money in payment will 
e taken. 

Tho new city councillors, who are very 
much the same as last year, have com 
inonccd their term of ollice by acknowl 
edging that this year's revenue, large as 
it is estimated, nearly a quarter of a 
million dollars, will not anything like 
cover the expenditure they consider 
necessary. 

With such a startling announcement 
it is aurely time for enquiring into the 
condition of the city's finances, to seo 
whether there is anything wrong about 
them so that, if possible, steps can bo 
taken to make both ends meet. There 
are, I admit, purposes, such for in- 
stance, as water works, for which 
money can be prudently borrowed and 
tho repayment spread over a long term 
of years, because for the time during 
which the debt exists there is a profit- 
able asset to show for it, but there are 
other loans which have no such justifi- 
cation, such, for instance, ua for wooden 
sidewalks and for fire engines, which are 
worn out in teu or fifteen years. To 
borrow money, payable in ' instalment* 
spread over 50 years, for things which 
will not have any value in ten or fifteen 
years is a reckless piece of business 
which, if persisted in, will seriously in- 
jure the growth and property of this 
c ; tv in the near future. 

The new council has only been in 
offico about ono month and already they 
ask the ratepayers to increuse the city's 
debt §100,000. This is apparently only 
the "first time of asking," for tho Mayor 
makeB it quite evident in his own re- 
port that other and larger loans will 
soon be called for. 

So that citizens may understand what 
is to follow, I ask the Mayor and alder- 
men to inform us through the press 
what loans are contemplated this year 
beyond the §100,000 above mentioned. 

The Mayor states that the net debt 
of the city already slightly exceeds 
half a million dollars. There are other 
large liabilities not included in this 
amount. I refer to assistance to the 
Saanich Railway, Electric Tramway, 
etc., etc. A memorandum of these I 
also usk Mayor Grant to publish, so 
that we may know before voting on 
the loan by-laws what this city's total 
obligations are. 

There are several highly objectionable 
features connected with the expenditure 
of the corporation funds during 188!), 
which Mayor Grant ignores altogether 
in his report. To these I will refer in 
another letter. 

There is, 1 assure you, groat room for 
improvement in the management of the 
revenues of this city.

AN INTERESTING BOOK. 

Pawne- Hero stories and Folk tales, with 
notes on tho Origin, Customs and char 
acter of the Pawnee people, by George 
liird Grinnell. Forest and Stream Fub- 
lishing Company, Nu>v York. 
The folk-lore of all peoples is an in- 
teresting und an instructive study. The 
stories that the mother tells her child, 
and die tales that aro related at the 
fireside, and at social gatherings by 
people who have no knowledge of litera- 
ture, give a better insight into their 
character; their religious beliefs, their 
habits, their modes of thought, their 
tastes, their standards of excellence, 
und their history, than pretentious his- 
torical works that have the name of 
celebrated men on their title pages. 
These stories and traditions reveal tho 
inner life of tho people and show the 
observant listener what they really aro. 
This is what works of history so-called 
seldom do. Mr. Grinnell, in the book 
before us, simply by telling the stories 
that ho heard from the mouths of Paw- 
nee warriors as nearly as pos- 
sible in 'be style of tho nar- 
rators, gives the intelligent reader 
h better idea of what these In- 
dians really were and are, than if he 
had lived in their neighborhood and 
met them every day without under- 
standing their languago and gaining 
their c mfidenoe, in his intercourse 
with whit e men the Indian wears a mask 
which is, to nearly all of them, impene- 
trable. But when, in his own lan- 
guage, free from all restraint, he relates 
the stories that have been handed down 
to him by his ancestors, anil speaks of 
the adventures of himself and his fellow 
brav«s when on tho war path, the mask 
falls ofl" and the true nature of the Indian 
ia revealed. 

Mr. Griimoll evidently enjoyed most 
favorable opportunities of obtaining a 
true knowledge of the Indian character, 
and ho shows that he has had the ability 
to make the most of them. He permits 
the Pawnee to speak for himself, to tell 
his own story in his own way. He bus 
not attempted to dress up the narratives 
to suit tho taste of cultured readers. 
We suspect that he has suppressed pas- 
sages bore and there which would not 
look well in print, but in the 
main, bo has adhered to the 

style of the Pawnee narrators. 
The stories are, as tho title indicates, 
about war and hunting, and now and 
then wo tied a truce of romance, but we 
gather from what we read that the 
Pawnee is not romantic us a rule. The. 
stories, however, which show what the 
superstitions of these untutored people 
are, and what is their religious belief, 
arc to us most interesting. Tho Dun 
Horse, The Story of Faith, The Hear 
man, the Ghost wife, Ti-ke wa-k usb, 
Pa hu-ka-towa, The buy who was sacri- 
ficed, Tho Snake Brother, Tho GV ,st 
Bride, and The Boy who saw A-ti-us, 
arc all genuine folk-talus, such as every 
primitive people delight in. The ele- 
ment of tho supernatural is very promi- 
nent in them. They consequently Bhow 
in a clear and striking manner what the 
Pawnees, and no doubt other Indian 
tribes, think ubont the uiiBcon powers 
that Hhape mons' destinies 

Mi, GrinnnU's hook is exceedingly 
interesting, but it is something more 
than an amusing book to ho read to 
while away an idle hour. It contains 
informniion respecting the red-man 
which tho historii.n of the future will 
consider moat valuable, Tho tusk 
Which tho author imposed on himself 
Was a difficult one, but be has performed

u admirably. He has done for the 
Indian character what the photographes 
has done for his outward man; 'ae har 
reproduced it minutoly as well as faith; 
fully. 

CLERKS.

ST. ANDREW'S CATHKDKAL. 

Proflla and Working Plans Heeelved ami 
Tenders Soon to be invited. 

Complete profile and working plnns, 
fourteen in number, for the now St. An- 
drew's Cathedral have been received 
from Messrs. Purault k Messiard, 
architects, of Montreal, As soon as 
certain details of lighting and heating 
are decided upon the specifications will 
be amended where necessary, tenders 
will be called for and the work of con- 
struction will be proceeded with at once. 

The plans for the new edifice show 
that it will he pure (Jot hie in stylo, the 
Gothic of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth 
centuries. The front elevation on 
Blanohard street occupies a frontage (A 
7~ feet, and contains the main un- 
tranco by three central mid two 
tower doors. There is one large 
circular memorial window In front, 
and a small tower on the 
iuHide corner. At the street corner, of 
Blanchard and View streets, is placed 
the main tower, terminating in a grace- 
ful spire 175 feet In height, containing 
a tower clock and a place for a largo 
chime of bells, which may be hung at 
any time. At the pinnacle of the roof, 
directly over the main entrance, will 
bo placed a statue of St. Andrew. 

A strong peculiarity of the side eleva- 
tion is the irregularities of its linos. 
The width of tho church is made to vary 
in its different sections, being 72 feet at 
tho front, widening to 8-1 feet in tho 
transept, and ngain narrowing at tho 
sanctuary. By this means an uninter- 
rupted view of the altars can 1)0 obtained 
from every part of the sacred edi- 
fice. The side walls of the 
church are to be double, tho 
outside wall with single narrow cathed- 
ral windows, and the inner resting upon 
rows of massive pillars. Numerous fine 
memorial windows ate provided for, 
and several will be inserted during tin: 
building of the church. 

The sanctuary will he most elaborate 
in all its appointments; the main and 
sido altars, plans for which aro included 
in those received, being also entirely 
new. A convenient vestry is attached 
to the church, and communicates with 
tho bishop's palace. Two galleries are 
provided at the front — the lower and 
larger one for the use of the sisters mid 
pupils, the upper for tho choir. 

A massive vaulted ceiling, numberless 
beautiful incidents of artistic ornament- 
ation insidu and out, and « general free- 
dom and want of stiffness in the build- 
ing lines combine to mnko the general 
appearance of the new edilico, as fore- 
shadowed by tho plans, imposing, taste- 
ful and creditable to tho congregation of 
St, Andrews and the city nf Victoria,
